Ina port like Hongkong, which daily sces 
the trans-shipmcnt of mails from the’ big 
‘ocean liners:té the small distributing craft 
which ply around the coast, the work of 
the Postal. Wepartment is exceptionally 
onerous and trying, Some idea of the vast 
quantity of mails which pass througli the 
Hongkong Post Office every year is furnish- 
ed in the report by the Postmaster: General, 
Mr. 1. A. M. Johnston, on the work of the 
Department during 1904. In one respect 
sthe report ‘is incomplete, for while we are 
lold that 52,070 bags of mails, 3,004, packets, 


‘Trand 1,713 loose letter boxes were received’ 


during the past year, we get no idea how: 
many separate letters, newspapers, ctc., 
passed through the hands of the Post Office 
officials, although a rough estimate may be 
formed fron the figures supplied. ‘The in: 
crease in the number of ordinary mails-enter- 
ing, Hongkong ay compared with the pre- 
vious years was 8,703 bays, 288 packels, and 
Bat besides these the 
Registration Branch received 13576 bags of, 
mails, 6,063 packets and 4,724 boxes, an 
increase uver the receipts of 1903 of 1,966 
hays, Go, packets and 804 boxes, With 
regard to the despatch section, the figures 
are—41556 bags, 4,001 packels, and 1,273 
boxes of ordinary mail, matter, or an in- 
crease Of 626 bags and 1,384 packets, 
The registered mail for tyoq despatched 
from Hongkong was—13,t67 bags, 6,368 
packets, and: 6,407 boxes—aiy increase of 
14,397 bags; 2,284 packets, a d 2,435 boxes. 
But figures are dry work in the main, and, 
the Postmaster-Cieneral brightens his report 
witha touch of bumdur, In 66 unregistered 
letter which were opened in the Dead Letter 
Branch, a most miscellaneous selection of 
articles was discovered. Of course, there 
was a lady's ba tice Uhere-although one won: 
‘ders how it ever inanaged to secrete itself in 
a letter—a Jot of silk handkerchiefs, silver 
curios and money orders gator. Altogether 
a8,22y articles were dealt with by’ ‘the 
officitly in the Dead Letter Office, of 
which 24,771 were returned from Hongkong 
to other places while 13,458 were received 
here. ‘from other countries, It would 
appear as if people, once they have written 
a letter, close the envelupe and send it to 
the Post Office in blissful trust.that, the mat 
ter is ended. ‘They seldom sign their names 
in full, unless it is a business communica. | 
tion, and if by any chance the party cowhoni 
the letter is addressed has disappeared from 
his wonted habitat, thy letter is lost to the 
world, and cventually destroyed. Time 
and again the Post Office authorities have 
issued notices of advice an this subject, but 
they have no apparent effect, When bank 
drafts, Bank of England notes, cheques and 
money orders are found ‘indiscriminately 
mixed up with ordinary’ correspondence 
which has found its way’ into the. Dead 
Letter Office, it is evident: that the public 
generally refuse to be guided by the skilled 
advice of the Post Office authogities. Some 
idca-of how the labours.of the Registration 
Branch have increased is supplied in a brief 
note appended by the Postmaster-General. 
“Thenumber ofregistered articles and parcels 
handled in the General Post Office, Hong. 
kong, shews the very considerable increase 
6f 68,498 over the previous year, ‘The aver- 
age nuinber handled on each ‘working day 
is 1,914 or 2#9 more than last year.” When 
telerence is made to the list of international 
and local registered correspondence it seems 
thal no less than 237,064 registered articles 
were despatched during the year while 
297.391 were received. ‘That is exclusive of 
the parcels which form a large share of 
the Department's work. When it is remem- 
bered that all these special “articles "have 
to-pass through a temporary office, far from 
being adequate in space or accommodation 
for’ the needs of the officials, it will be ad- 
mitted: that the lack of mistakes. and the 
general efficiency of the statt borders on the 
marvellous, The total revenue of the Post 
Office during 1904 amounted to $408,458,
